With  high  expectations  following  the  best  season  in  school  history, 
the  MUS  "Diamond  Owls"  faced  a  tough  year.  Competition  was 
incredibly  talented,  and  the  Owls  struggled  with  many  close  losses, 
highlighted  by  12  losses  by  two  runs  or  less.  The  Owls  finished 
16-20  overall,  and  6-8  in  the  conference.  As  the  regional  tournament 
approached,  the  Owls  were  trying  to  end  a  1-7  slide  in  their  last  eight 
games.  The  team  first  played  St.  Benedict,  slaughter-ruling  them  in 
five  innings  behind  the  brilliant  pitching  of  Blair  Wright,  11-1. 
However,  in  the  next  game,  against  rival  CBHS,  they  lost  in  a 
heartbreaker  10-11  in  the  last  inning.  Because  the  regional  tourney  is 
double  elimination,  the  Owls  then  played  FACS  for  their  tournament 
lives.  The  Owls  surged  for  a  win,  7-4,  and  were  matched  against 
Briarcrest.  The  Owls  battled  for  two  extra  innings  before  giving  up  a 
run  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth  to  end  the  game,  finishing  fourth  in 
the  region,  one  game  short  of  the  State  Tournament.  The  young  team 
played  well  dispite  the  loss  of  key  pitcher  Michael  Park.  While  the 
team  had  some  outstanding  young  talent,  the  senior  class  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  most  motivated  and  successful  classes  in  the  history  of 
MUS  baseball.  Returning  starters  Zach  Scott,  Jay  Edwards,  and  Lukej 
Jensen  continued  to  be  regular  contributors,  while  starting  left  fielder 
Chase  Moore  and  catcher  Jeffrey  Wright,  along  with  new  addition 
Miles  Debardeleben,  stepped  up  to  provide  productive  senior  seasons.

MUS  faced  Ravenwood  in  the  State  Championship,  fitting  that  the  season  was  to  end  with  the 
same  team  with  which  it  started.  Facing  another  6-3  deficit  at  halftime,  MUS  once  again  rallied 
to  tie  the  game  at  7;  this  time  Stephen  Bowie  put  in  a  goal  with  three  seconds  remaining  in  the 
fourth  quarter.   Going  into  the  second  overtime  in  as  many  days,  the  game  ended  quickly  once 
again,  but  not  in  the  Owl's  favor.   MUS  lost  the  game  7-8,  coming  in  second  in  the  state. 
Receiving  All-State  recognition  were  Patrick  Stewart,  Attack;  Brandon  Byrd,  Defense;  and  Sayle 
Atkinson,  Long  Stick  Midfield.  Patrick  Stewart  was  the  leading  point  scorer  for  the  state  of 
Tennessee  with  74  goals  and  assists.  With  many  returning  players  (not  to  mention  upcoming 
champions  from  the  lower  school  team),  the  Owls  anticipate  a  very  good  2008  season.

The  Owls  began  the  season  in  style, 

winning  eight  out  of  their  first  nine  before  losing  two  out  of 

three  at  the  Carbondale  Tournament  over  Christmas  break. 

The  team  then  entered  regional  play  against  one  arguably  the 

toughest  Division  II  regions 

in  recent  history.  The 

team  went  5-3  in  district, 

with  loses  to  CBHS  and 

Briarcrest,  and  wins  over 

ECS,  Briarcrest,  and  St. 

Benedict.  The  team 

seemed  set  for  a  sub-state 

birth,  but  first  had  to 

finish  top-three  in  the 

district.  After  a  close  loss 

to  CBHS  in  the  first  game 

of  the  tournament,  the 

Owls  had  to  beat  the  ECS 

Eagles  for  the  third  time  to 

advance  to  sub-state.   In 

heartbreaking  fashion, 

MUS  fell  by  three  points  to 

the  Eagles.  However,  the

This  year's  varsity  swim  team  has  been  a  huge  success.  With  twenty- 
nine  swimmers  on  the  team  this  year,  the  Owls  had  enough  swimmers  to 
dominate  during  the  regular  season.  During  the  regular  season,  the 
Aquatic  Owls  were  a  combined  30-2  against  Memphis-cirea  teams, 
including  a  second  place  finish  in  the  Memphis  High  School  Invitational, 
a  ninth  place  finish  at  the  prestigious  McCallie  Invitational,  cind  a  third 
place  at  the  also-prestigious  Excel  Invitational.  The  McCallie  and  Excel 
meets  were  against  teams  from  across  the  state  of  Tennessee,  as  well  as 
other  elite  schools  from  the  South.  Therefore,  the  Owls'  performances  at 
both  meets  were  incredible. 

After  completing  a  successful  regular  season,  the  Aquatic  Owls  looked 
to  do  well  at  the  Shelby  County  Championships,  a  swim  meet  featuring 
every  swim  team  from  Shelby  County.  The  Owls  finished  second  in  the 
meet,  and  many  new  personal  records  were  set.  Finally,  the  Owls  looked 
toward  the  Tennessee  State  High  School  Swimming  Championships,  a 
swim  meet  featuring  every  swim  team  from  the  entire  state.  At  the  state 
meet,  the  Owls  finished  in  28th  place,  a  school-best  finish.  A  28th  place 
finish  may  not  sound  good,  but  considering  that  there  were  100  teams  at 
the  meet,  it  is  actually  very  impressive.  Throughout  the  season,  there 
were  ten  new  MUS  records  set,  including  record-setting  performances  in 
the  state  meet  by  Chris  Kennedy  and  Alexander  Kaltenborn,  Although  the 
MUS  Swim  Team  loses  a  number  of  talented  seniors  from  this  year's  team, 
a  solid  crop  of  rising  freshmen  look  to  help  continue  the  winning 
swimming  tradition.

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Ask  any  MUS  student  when  the  school  was  originally  founded,  and  he  will  probably 
respond  1970.  However,  this  response  will  not  be  the  fault  of  the  history  department. 
MUS,  itself  steeped  in  strong  historical  tradition,  has  boasted  a  stellar  History  curriculum 
since  its  (true)  founding  in  1893.   During  their  years  here,  budding  student-historians 
enjoy  (or  endure,  depending  on  whom  you  ask)  courses  on  topics  including  Ancient  and 
Medieval  History,  American  History,  European  History,  and  U.S.  Government.   From 
seventh  grade  to  twelth  our  students  are  versed  in  civilizations  and  cultures. 

In  the  lower  school,  Mr.  Batey  handles  the  seventh-graders,  teaching  them  about  the 
city  of  Memiphis  and  developing  their  leadership  skills  so  that  they  can  one  day  rule  the 
town.  Coaches  Gehres  and  Tenent  introduce  the  eigth-graders  to  their  first  history  survey 
course.  Ancient  and  Medieval  History.  Upper  Schoolers  undergo  an  intensive  study  of 
American  History,  starting  with  Mr.  Ray  and  Dr.  Winfrey's  early  colonial  courses  and  on 
to  Mr.  Perkins  and  Dr.  Harkins  full  year  American  History.  The  juniors  are  split  among 
Mr.  McCarroll,  Dr.  Harkins,  and  Mr.  Perkins  for  European  History,  and  the  seniors  may 
choose  from  a  wide  range  of  History,  Government,  Economics,  or  even  Psychology 
elective  courses.  All  ninth  through  eleventh  graders  have  the  choice  of  honors  or  AP

Religion  courses  at  MUS  expose  students  to  an  in-depth  study  of  world 
religions  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Jackson,  Mr.  Smythe,  Mr.  Dent,  and  Mr. 
Haguewood.   Students  are  provided  with  a  study  of  the  historical,  social,  and 
philosophical  significance  of  ancient  and  modern  religions. 

Seventh  graders  take  an  Old  Testament  course  from  Mr.  Haguewood  and  Mr. 
Dent.   In  Mr.  Dent's  class  students  must  be  ready  to  answer  correctly,  or  Mr.  Dent 
frustration  will  be  unleashed  towards  his  desk.  Freshman  students  then  take  a 
semester  of  Dr.  Jackson  and  Mr.  Dent's  New  Testament  religion  course.  After 
having  gained  an  understanding  of  the  Bible's  historical  context,  Juniors  and 
Seniors  may  choose  to  supplement  their  understanding  under  Dr.  Jackson  and 
Mr.  Smythe  offering  Philosophy  and  Ethics,  where  they  analyze  the  Western 
philosophical  and  ethical  advancement,  as  well  as  current  issues;  Christian 
Theology,  a  view  on  four  major  issues  in  Christian  tradition;  and  Comparative 
Religion,  a  comparison  of  six  major  religions  around  the  world.
